QF LmTERS AND THEIR POWERS. 



£n tbe Bullotn Alphabet there afc twenty-diree let- 
ters, Tiz. a, b, c,.d, e, f, g, b, i, k, I, m, n, o, p, 
q, r, s, t, u, V, w, y. Six of these are vowels, viz. 
a,' e, i, o, u, y. 

The consonants b, d^ f, k, I, m, p» q, a, t, v, 
and V, have the same powers as in English. 

c, is used only in connection with h and k : in the 

former, it sounds like ch in child; in the lstter> it ■■ 

used merely to avoid (he reduplication of k, 

g, b always hard, as in gold, glad, gun, 

gb, is a very difficult pronunciation : wherefore g 

m ofteotiaes omitted by strangers, which renden the 
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language, or (he sentence of the ipeaker, either en- 
tirely unintelligible, or elves quite a different meaning 
to what the speaker intended to fay, as there are 
several words only disdngutsbed by g : thus, bang 
signifies any thing that is Imd ; gbang signifies to-mor- 
row ;~beng, a board ; gieng, glory ;—bet, a hox ; gbet, 
a ring ; — bantiah, a plantain ; ghantteh, the title of a 
chief; — gborr, or ugborr, a herd of sheep ; borr, or 
KboTT, a generation of people. 

gh, sounds as in gkott. 

A, commonly sounds like h 'm'hat,hor»e,&c.', but 
when fallowed by e, i, or v, it seems to be a mere 
aspiration ; it sounds very much like h in ktw, kewtr. 
. In the following words: hewl, four ; uhiant, a child, 
pronounced as if written uAyonf ; hvey, a cXoaAi it is 
pronounced rather through the nose as It were: 'h 
denotes the preceding vowel to be short. 

J. There appears to be no sound in the Bullom Lan- 
guage like j or g soft, as in English : dy may supply 
the place of j, in some measure, in the words 'dyi, to 
kill ; 'dyo, to eat ; 'dgall, flesh, body. But it would 
not be advisable to write them with j, as both d and 
y are pronounced as if the words were written, 'd-jfall, 
d-ye, d-yo. The names Jack and Jim are very com- 
mon among the Bulloms ; but they pronounce them 
Yack, Yebroy. It will be, however, necessary lo in- 
troduce the letter j in the Bullom Alphabet, on u> 
count of the words or proper names which, by teach- 
ing them to read, will certainly occur ; but as their 
tongues seem to be infleuble in this point, they must 
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be left to their own vny of pronouncing it : thus Jcru^ 
salem, Jeremia, John, Jndas, Jacob, must he pro- 
nounced Yenualem, Veremia, Yoho, Yudas, Yakob.

na, Bud ; nth, not; nin, people; no, a person; haili

r', before consonants, is a nasal sound : as, n/o'k, 
■peecb, lang;uagej nd'eriek, benefit; ngtmMM, tlus; 
tiyarra, thin, lean. 

R, before m, b> p, is pronouaced like m, thus: 
nbmtha, a parable; npimthirr, uproar, lumidt; 
dmo'h, milk ; ai if written mbuntka, mpunthirr, 

K is employed, fiirtber, to point out die plurals of a 
great many nouns : it is also tbe charactecistic of the 
second person singular, in all tenses of the verbs. But 
as much attention mnst be paid to this n as to g* be- 
fore b ; otherwise the speaker will be liable to make 
a great many blunders, as there are words distin- 
guished only by the n, thus : chang, to pass ; tichang, 
teeth ; — tilamt, monkey-apples ; kunt, the monkey- 
apple-tree. 

Hgh is a very strong nasal sound: nghu, they; 
fighmttgha, you ; halli nghcU, to endeavour ; ngko, 
nghom, who, what 

r, has three different sounds. At the begiamng of 
words it is hard, as in nge, river, reme : thus, kaUi 
TamSiig, to pray, pronooDcedas if written rromling; 
rang, veply, tmly-^to give it none tbrce, ike Bulloms

thus, Sakariat, Sahtden, Stbedtt, for Zacbarias, Zabu- 
Ion, Zebedee. 

According to die plan adopted to write the Bnllona 
Language, there are thirteen vowel soundi.

Beside the above-mentioned vowel sounds, t and 
vhave a long sound, as in fine, mule, &c.: as, tighno, 
a palm-wine-maker ; ngm, oil ; halU nume, to extin- 
guish. But it is only in these two words that i and u 
have thus occurred to me.

OF THE PARTS OF SPEECH. 



CHAPTER I. 

OF THE ARTICLE. 

THERE is but one Article in the Budom Language, 
tre, used in various ways. 

1. It always follows the substantive or noun witfa 
which it is connected ; as, kill tre, tbe house ; hty 
tre, the king; langhang tre, the man. 

2. If the noun begin with e or u, the same letter 
»^h tbe substantive begins with is placed between 
the substantive and the article : as, mer e Ire, tbe 
bullock ; uhiant u tre, the child. 

3. When an adjective is joined to the noun, tbe 
a4)cctive is preceded by the substantive, and tbe 
Article follows the adjective: as, pok keleng tre, the 
good man ; tangbang monek tre, the poor man ; kill 
te bomung tre, the large houses ; tiar se nyarra tre, 
the lean oxen ; soose bomung tre, the large fishes. 

4. The Article is placed at the end of several sub- 
stantives, in a question; as, Nghth neh »gha tukth, lileh 
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ngha heleh ; erum imlHng dvist ngka »eom TitE O-HJ 
Who macte heaven, earth, and sea ; all the trees, 
beasts, and fishes ? — m pal e v>ea ngho Fog nghang 
nyerick n the ttumak bulemg ? In how raan^ daya 
did God make all these things! Biyak ha JtMU 
Krist, umar ha Foy tre, ngha matmeh ha ptmiul 
yahmung ma cheh no ayain trim buleiAg : The grace 
of Jesus Christ, .the love of God, and the fellowship 
of the Holy Ghost, be with you always. 



CHAPTER II. 

OF SUBSTANTIVES. 

There are three sorts of Substantives, viz. 

1. Common Substantives : such as, pokan, a man; 
lakan, a woman ; sway, a horse ; kill, a house ; rum, 
a tree ; thall, a river. 

2. Abstract Substantives, such as Aooy, joy; bong-' 
hah, grief; gbeng, glory. 

3. Proper names, as, Sabah, Shackah, Sheelo'k^ 
Robenkeh, Wellwell. 

4. Substantives are derived from verbs, as follows: — 
from httll'e son, to dream ; con, a dream ; from halle 
tennin, or tihnin, to consider ; etehn, thought : from 
hallifo'h, to speak ; HJo'h, language : from halfe tollfh, 
to comfort ; ntolHh, comfort, consolation ; tolWkno, 
Gomfoiler. But the greatest part of substantives 
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derived frm verbs are, either by placidg tt before the 
iufinitive of the verb; or by adding no, a person, 
to the infinitive : aa, halU dui, to steal ; udiii, theft; 
duino, s thief ; — haU'i ghalt, to write ; vgball, writing; 
gballno, a writer ; — halli gblk, to walkabotit; ugbth, 
walking, travelling; gbehno,ii traveller; — haU'evaile, 
to redeem ; uvailt, redemption ; vaU'eno, redeemer ; — 
halle bempah, to circumcise ; ubempah, circumcision ; 
— /tally kilty, to fiaKh; ukissy, the end ; — kalli mtah, ■ 
to visit ; lemeahn, visiting ; meahno, a stranger. 

When substantives begin with i, n, or a, the accent 
is on the second syllable : as, ebbll, before ; endng, to- 
day ; ukiint, a monkey-apple; nfo'h, speech, lan- 
guage. 

To substantives belong Oender, Number, and Case. 

SECT l.-~Of Gender. 

There are two genders in the Bullom Language, viz. 
the Masculine and the Feminine : peh, ngho, and la, 
are used to denote inanimate things, and persons un- 
known. 

The sexes are distinguished in two different waysi 
vie, 

1, By different words : as, 

Papa'li father Yah ...... mother 

langbang ... bachelor wanlim .^ maid 

traak son wang ... daughter 

pintra brotlier wantim ... sister 

kunkurCb ... cock esock hen 
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2. By adding tbe words poi:an, vale, and lakm, 
female, to the substaative ; as, 

no pokao man no taluui wife 

«nar e pokan ... bullock enar e lakaii ... cow 

sonlah pokan ...a lion sonbh lakan ... lionets 

purr e pokan ... a boar. purr e lakan ... a bow. 

The diminutives are formed by adding pomo'h, 
little ones, to the substantives : as, uleak u pomo'h, 
dnckHags ; e»o1i e pomo'h, chickens ; ekalmg i pomo'h, 
a kid ; lonkobeh pomo'ht a lamb ; chinchy pomo'h, a 
small plate ; mtuah pomo'h, a small table. But when 
it is said of the size of a person or child, toon is 
used : as, ihiant u toon, a little child ; noma toon, s 
small person ; langhang toon, a little man. 

The thumb and the large toe are considered aa 
masculine ; they are called u»uh u pokan, tbe male 
finger, and iwem S pokan, the male toe : all the reft 
are tensed Hsuh a lakan, and uwcm u takan, female 
fingers, and female toes ; except the little finger and 
the little toe, which are distinguished by pomo'h.

Tbe Bulinms have but two Numbers, the liajuhir 
and the plural. The latter is formed in five diffareat 
ways, viz, by placin|t ah, e, 'n, i, and te befoFt the

H bomtmg, a large tiger; ikaltmg e poBto'h trt, the 
little goats.

When the article or an adjective is joined with any 
substantives in the plural number, the same letter or 
syllable which the plural begins with, is placed be- 
tween the substantive and the article or (he adjec- 
tive : as, ah nin ah ben, old people : eruin e will, lofty 
tre«s; litd't tishah, red cheeks ; lipeh ge ben, old 
elephants; ttkill I'e bomung, large houses; ahtatnu 
ah Ire, Ibe boys; erum e tre, the trees ; tibannah u 
ire, the plantains. 

But when the arlicle or an adjective is added to a 
substantive in the plural number beginning with »e or 
t'e : the le or tS at the beginning of the words is 
omitted': as, nen t'e ting, two years ; kill te bomung, 
large houses; nor »e nyarra, lean oxen; »oo»e bo- 
mung, large fishes; kutung se tre, the goats ; foil tt 
tre, the eyes.

The nouns admit of no change of termination : t<r 
express the different connections and relations of one 
tbtDg to another, the prepositions ha, ko, and halle 
are made use of.

3. alui Ire, the star; dliii m tre, the 'stars; nluin 
dinteh tre, the bright stars : but the fourth and fifth 
may be considered irregular, as the «e and te are not 
retained at the beginning of these plurak^ when con- 
nected nirh other words in a sentence. 
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CHAPTER m. 

OF ADJECTIVES, AND THE DEGREES OP COM- 
PARISON. 

The Ai^ective is not varied on accouot of gender, 
fiumber, aod case. When added to auy noun in th^ 
lingular number, ^eginntn£ with e or u, the adjective 
receives the same vowel with which ihe substantive 
begins. When added 'to nouns plural, the ai^ective 
receives the same letter or syllahle which the sub- 
stantive plural begins with, as observed page 13. 

la forming the comparative degree of an adjective, 
theBuUoms in general add^/ to the positive: as, teiig, 
sweet; tengul, ivieelei : kath, hiiA ; kathul, baiderj 
deet, heavy ; deetul, heavier. 

In formiDg the superlative degree, n^Ao chang, or 
peh chang, is made use of: as, kath^ liard; kathulg 
harder 5 ngko ckang kath, it passes hard, 1. e. hard- 
est: took, bot; tookftl, hotter; pe^ ckang took,it 
puses heat — it is hottest. This seems to be the regu- 
lar way of comparison. 

The comparison of Adjectives is also made in tbe 
following manner: as, keleng, good; ytakiling, 
better ; ngho ckang keleng, best : fru^, cold ; u 
kiffie u gbir, much cold or colder ; peh chang buffie, 
it passes cold— soldest, 
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Id some iaatances, chang is used to point' out Ibe 
comparative, and chang ah buliing the superlative, 
degree : as, langbang fosso, a strong man ; lang- 
hang to chang foMO, this man passes strength — he is 
stronger ; langbang tofouo chang ah bttleing, thii 
man's strength passes all — he is strongest.

"hebrougltt it;" woa kui ych ngho, " betook it;" peh 
tatfhyeh tcoare, " it or they ran after him ;" peh suniah 
woare," some things or persons (unknown) struck him." 

Yin seems to be a word of the same description 
with la, ngho, and pih.

All other cases and parts of speech, in 
most respects, differ very little from our way of 
arranging them ; as will be seen hy the following 
fables, related by a BuDom, who knows very little of 
iuiy language but his own.

The 
letters were first written in Englbh and translated 
into Bullom, and aiterwards translated from the BoK 
lom again into English, 

We shall now proceed to take a view of what seetns 
to be most remarLable in the arraDgement of the 
different parts of speech.
